MNPD LAP & Firearms Risk Identification

The Metro Nashville Police Department (MNPD) uses the Lethality Assessment or LAP to screen intimate partner violence
victims for their risk of being murdered. The LAP is recognized by the US Dept. of Justice as a "promising practice” in intimate
partner homicide prevention and has been implemented throughout the country.
